Uince-Coriioral Keir was with 
the nth Canadian Mounted Hlfles with 
a number of other AfcGIll men, and 
went through tho fighting until la,st 
June unscathed. WMm the Germans 
attempted to bre.ik through the lirttlsh 
line on the Ypres salient lanl .lime, tho 
Mounted Hlfles Hrlgrt'le, together with 
otlier uidtK of tlu> Third Canadian 1)1- 
\1slon, was occupying the front line, 
and was forced to uiulergo a parlion- 
larly severe liombai'dnienl before tlie 
attack of the Germans. In tile subse- 
quent fighting the Can.idians were 
forced lo wlth'dr.iw .■'liKhtly, and eon- 
.•lequently many were reported mls.ing. 
As no word has come from Lance-Cor- 
poral KeIr in prison camp.s and there 
1» no trace of him-ol8eWltere,-it is pire- 
.Mumcd that he met his death with- 
standing the German advance, or was 
killed in the bombardment which pre- 
ceded It. 

Lance-Corporal Keir was a student 
of the .Montreal 1 'resSyterlan ColleKe, 
aa well .is of the I'acnliy of Arts, and 
Intended enterinK the I'resbyterian 
mlllistiv. He wu;i born in Toledo, 
Ohio, on October .'>, Ixa.S, and was the 
.son of U. J. Keir. Hiverfield. Que. 
Lanee-C.irri. Kelr was in his second 
year in the Ii"ac\illy ot Arts when he 
enlisted, and had ;ilso served In the 
McOIII Contingent, Canadian Offlcors' 
Training Con>s. He attended Orms- 
town Academy before coming to Mc- 
Gill. 

According lo information received 
by Lance-Corp. Keir's sister. Miss 
•Mary Keir, Itlvcrfield, Quo., Lanco- 
Corp. Kelr was naked to reorganize 
his platoon after the officer In com- 
mand had been wounded in the flght- 
lUB of .iune ::-3. While doing this he 
went to the assistance of a wounded 
officer, .ind was not seen nflcrward.s.

Tli.' i-iirelcss, la>r«,'anl stu- 
ileut remains iu after litV what lie was at eolU-ge. If, whilst there 
lie was wont to deep quietly over his uuprepared lecturi s, he will 
at'torwiirds sleep just as (piietly over his professional diitios. So, 
too, the stiideut at eoUege who was noted for selfishness and mean- 
ness, will, in all probability, remain selfish and mean tliroughout 
life. If, (Iminu hU sojourn al lh.- l'iiiversity h.- I'.OfS nothing to- 
wards the advaiieeiueut of auy student organization, if lie makes 
himself the one and sole object of his attention, later ou iu fhe world 
he will do nothintï coiuiiieive to th.- welfare of society, and will con- 
tinue to make '•self the object of his every action. And just as ^ 
at College, such a one has but few friends, aùd meets with colduess 
and contempt iu whatever direction he turns, so in al'l.r life his' 
friends will he few aud he will find his journey- through this worhl ' 
cold and drearj'. i 

Supernatural incentives urging men to practice iliarity ami 
ifeueroslty are not by any means wanting, but leaving the consider^ 
atioii of these aside for the present, there is an argument "ad hom- 
inem," which, did the selfish stuilent but seriously reflect upon, ho 
I'OuKl not fail to ste that he is the victim of au illusion. He con- 
siiiers what he tloes for others as loss; what he does for himself as 
gain. He forgets that man is u social beiutr, and as sucli must some- 
times make an effort towards the welfare of society. He who is uii- 
willmg to make this effort is east off by society as "a tree that bears 
no fruit." It will not do for the University graduate to be thus cast 
off. The tramp can sneer nt the claims and whims of society, — not 
so the professional man. The latter must be possesscil of a certain 
amount of policy. When the family physician is called on by the 
over-phihiuthropic lady of the house to contribute towards the pur- 
chase of toothpicks for the orphans of the Hawaiian islaiuls, it be- 
hooves him, if he has his best interests at heart, to comply with the 
request, aiul that, too, with a certain uniount of enthusiasm. 

Therefore, it is moi-e necessary for the student to learn early 
the art of being offhanded, and of playing the world's game of give 
and take, than it is for him to master Cireek verbs and T^atin roots. 
As a practical conclusion, let each student contribute his share of 
labor and cash towards the support of the different class dinners or 
collections within the walls at least of his Alma Mater.

The ybuth of college age is becoming too much engulfed in the 

practical affairs of the world, in the ob.servation of some nutlioritie."» 
keenly interested in present day education. Others have vouchsafed 
fhe opinion that the youth of to-day is a sordid youth, shrinking 
from the a<lventurouKness of the world and willing to avoid fiphtlnj? 
and hard knocks, the struggle of competition, at any price. Either 
acctisations, if proved true, is ominous for the future. 

The source from which emanated a part of^this discussion upon 
the propensities of twentieth century youth is the annual report of 
President Graham, of the University of North Carolina, in which 
he remarks the rapid disapjiearanee of "college local color" uiid the 
passing of "juvenile brigandage." "College life." to (|Uote Tiesi- 
dent Graham, "has become more open and less protected and less 
privileged, and much more like life on the putside. The sort of ethics 
that permitted j:ooil men in eolleee to do what good men outside 
never did has hccii practically iliscardcd." In other words, the 
college mail is no longer a man set apart, but à man standing on 
Ills own feet. Hut in passing beyond the days of wanton conduct 
and a disregard for the future, critics observe, has not the youth 
lost something of value in boyish enthusiasm and spontaneity, in 
independence? Has not an es.sential characteristic been displaced 
by the now prevalent spirit of restraint? Some observers bemoan 
in this tendency an attempt to place old heads upon yoniig .should, 
ers. 

In meeting such skeptical criticism it must be made clear that 
Ihe college youth of .to-day has lost none of the heritage of his 
fathers. He has merely changed bis mode of expression. He denies 
himself none of the sentiments of his forbears. The truth is that he 
haf developed a wider field for the expression of ennobling emo- 
tions, and his frivolous instincts have noi, been curbed, but have 
found a natural vent in channels more considerate of his fellow be- 
ings. Youth has realized the obligation of man that his existence 
is not justifiable in itself, but is justified only in the welfare of 
others. The tendency of modern youth toward n more snne ami 
regular life is not a descent to the commonplace, but a step toward 
the realization of a higher ideal that the welfare of the world can 
he advanced only tlirou>:li the spirit of the fellowship and inter-de- 
jiendence of mankind. — Cornell Daily Hun.
